REMARKS 



Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the rejection of the claims in view of the 
remarks set forth below. Claims 2-12 remain in the application. Claim 1 has been 
cancelled. Claims 6, and 8-9, and 12 remain unchanged. Claims 13 and 14 are new. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The examiner has indicated that independent claim 12 is allowed. New independent 
claim 13 includes elements similar to the elements of independent claim 12 and should 
therefore be allowable for the same reasons as claim 12 is allowed. 

Dependent claims 2-1 1 and 14, being dependent on and further limiting new 
independent claim 13, should be allowable for that reason, as well as for the additional 
recitations that they contain.
